Washington—Conservation of na- 


tural resources which wrought 
series of controversies in tjie Roose- 
velt administration has been under- 
taken with significant determination 
by President Hoover. 


Announcement that no oil lands 


would be 'leased without a mandate 
from congress was at first believe< 
to be due to a desire on the part of 
the new president to avoid any such 
scandals as arose over Teapot Dome 
and other leases. But while this is 
an incidental benefit, the basic pur- 
pose of the Hoover policy is conser- 
vation—something the oil Industrj 
Jias struggled to achieve by volun- 
tary cooperation and by state laws 
curtailing production. 


Mr. Hoover, as a member of the 


federal oil conservation board for 
the last few years, has entered the 
"White House thoroughly 
familiar 


with the pros and cons of the oil sur- 
plus problems. 
He knows it as 


acute as the farm surplus. It so 
happens that one-tenth of the na- 
tion's petroleum supply is believec 
to be conserved in government lands 
that have not yet been opened to 
entry by.settlers in the west. The 
withholding arbitrarily of such a 
largo at*yvasit vi.. „„!. as a. n-vljlli 
to keep'down the total productipn 
while the industry gets a chance- to 
permit the consumption requirements 
to catch up with the excessive sup- 
ply. 


KEEP MARKET STEADY 


"For many months some 
of the 


leaders of the American bar have 
been trying to formulate a federal 
program of legislation which would 
permit restricted drilling operations 
and prevent the wild-catting oper- 
ations from bringing into production 
suddenly a supply of oil that would 
disturb the markets and depress 
the oil business. The federal gov- 
ernment, it has been asserted could 
prevent any combination of oil pro- 
ducers-from curtailing production as 
the Sherman Anti-Trust law could 
be invoked on the ground that this 
would be a restraint of trade or that 
the price fixing provisions of 
the 


law might be considered as violated.

HOOVER WONT 
PUSH HIS OWN 
AIO MEASURE 


Will Outline Views in Mes- 


sage but Won't Attempt 


to Dictate Terms

Washington —OP)—President Hoo 


ver has no intention of undertaking 
to dictate either the terms or the 
name of the farm relief bill to bo 
considered at the special session of 
congress — a measure which he ex- 
pects will form the basis for a solu- 
tion" -cf the agricultural problem. 


"While he will outline his views on 


the subject in his message at the 
opening of the extraordinary ses 
sion April 15, he looks to the house 
and senate agriculture 
committees 


to work out a constructive measure 
proposals which have been or will be 
submitted for their consideration. 


Meanwhile, he will hold himself in 


readiness to consult with members 
of the committee at any time they 
may desire his opinion or advice. He 
already has talked about farm relief 
with a number of the congressional 
leaders and frequent visits by mem 
bers of the agriculture committee to 
the White House during the forma' 
tive stages of the legislation are ex- 
pected. 


The chief executive's plan of rela- 


tionship with congress on farm re- 
lief Is an indication of the course 
he will follow on other legislation. 
He holds to the constitutional stipu 
lation for three separate and distinct 
branches of the federal government 
and consequently feels that the ad- 
ministrative branch should 
refrain 


from undertaking to influence vt 
legislatJve,brail"6h unduly in the per- 
formance Of its functions. 


NAME IS DOUBTFUL 


There has. been conjecture of late 


as to what name the new farm meas 
ure should bear 
with the sug 


gestion 
made in some 
quarters 


that 
an 
unfortunate 
psy- 


chological effect might be produced 
if it bore the title "McXary-Haug- 
en," the same as the bill which 
twice ran upon the rocks of a presi- 
dential veto in the Coolidge admin- 
istration. 


This argument is believed to carry 


no weight with President Hoover, 
who naturally expects it to be in- 
troduced in the Senate by Chairman 
Eiaugen of the agriculture commit- 
tee, and so make the name of the 
authors as is the almost invariaole 
custom. 


The McNary bill, which was intro- 


duced at the last session of congress 
and failed of action after both Presi- 
dent Coolidge and Mr. Hoover had 
refrained from urging its passage, 
srobably will form the basis at least 
lor first consideration of the whole 
relief question by the senate com- 
mittee. 


This measure has been described 


as the original McNary-Haugen bill 
with the controverted equalization 
fee eliminated. It provided for a 
revolving fund of $250,000,000 for 
use in controlling the exportable sur- 
>lus of the major crops and also 
'or the creation of a farm board and 
of stabilization corporations.

4,000 rebels.

not stand and fight, but will flee 
northward to meet the federal forc- 
es outside of the city.

HOOVER AND THE PRESS 
Vale the White 
House 
spokes- 


man! President Hoover intends to drop 
the veil of anonymity which has cov-. 
creel, more or less thinly, the identity 
of previous occupants of the presiden- 
tial chair in relations with the press and 
to permit, indeed encourage, quotation 
of the president by newspapermen on 
occasions and subjects on which this is 
permissible. On matters on which this 
is not advisable he will'try so .far\as 
possible to give the correspondents at- 
tending the press conferences indica- 
tions of the presidential attitude on 
current questions to guide, them in 
writing their dispatches. 


This final abandonment of the ri- 


diculous "White House 
spokesman" 


idea was to have been expected of a 
man of the direct short-cut mind and 
practical common sense of Mr. Hoover- 
The idea of the spokesman or voice of 
authoritative information had its mer- 
its in the beginning when presidential 
attitude could be learned and used 
without the presidential tag being at- 
tached. But when every reader kne,\v 
at sight who the "spokesman" was, just 
what "information 
obtained at the 


White House conference" or "in White 
House circles" meant, all reason 
for 


the fiction disappeared and the "White 
House spokesman" illusion became a 
very bungling piece of stage legerde- 
main, deceiving no one". 
• ' 


Now Mr. Hoover has himself pro- 


posed a conference with a representa- 
tive committee of White House corre- 
spondents to study ways of amplifying 
his relations with the .press and "clear 
up the twilight zone as far as we can- 
between authoritative 
and 
quotable 


material on the one hand and such ma- 
terial as I am able to give from time to 
time for purely background purposes 
on the other." He may even, it is in- 
timated, use the semi-weekly press 
conferences to communicate his views 
authoritatively to the country 
from 


time to time on subjects not calling 
for a presidential message. 


FOOL-PROOF AIRCRAFT 


Probably it is going altogether too 


far to predict that the flying machine 
may eventually be made fool-proof— 
constructed so that it will be almost 
mechanically impossible for a pilot to 
come to grief. 


Yet there are times when one won- 


ders. 
. At the Newark (X. J.) airport the 
other day an electric device was set up 
beside the flying field. Far in the'dis- 
tance an airplane approached. As the 
first sounds of its humming motor 
reached the field, the electric apparatus 
promptly turned on all the flood lights 
so that the flyer could see to land. 


That is the sort of thing that makes 


one wonder. Already there is a device 
that tells a pilot, without need of map 
or lights, whether he is on his course. 
A wing slot to eliminate tail spins is 
now being tried out. Another inven- 
tion* will show the pilot at all times— 
in darkness, fog or snow storms—ex- 
actly how far his plane is above the 
ground./^

like those and you'll come mighty close 
to making flying fool-njoof in sober 
. fact. 


MR. EINSTEIN, SUCH WORDS! 
The full translation of Einstein's fa- 


mous new theory has now appeared on 
this side of the Atlantic—b.ut unless 
you're a specialist in' mathematics, 
don't rush to the nearest book store to 
buy a copy.

PERENNIAL HAY FEVER

When a patient comes complain- 


ing of hay fever out of season we 
liave every right to suspect some- 
thing. 
There arc 
altogether too 


many goofs hanging about panning 
the doctors all winter 
because no 


one can cure his winter hay fever. 
When'I enter the senate I'm going 
to introduce a bill making It a mis- 
demeanor for any health resort to 
record as;a cure any case o£ alleged 


y^-fpyer just because the suffcier 


finds 'relief while sojourning in the 
resort. That doesn't necessarily sig- 
nify" that the guest had hay fever. 


Dr. Grafton T. Brown reports case 


that illustrates these observations. A 
man aged ffO consulted the physi- 
cian in September 
for relief from 


hay fever, which he had suffered for 
nine months. The trouble had start/ 
cd in January, with a running nose, 
pronouncel irritation of the eyes and 
nose, and a feeling of fullness in the 
head. These symptoms grew worse 
and worse until the poor fellow was 
in constant misery, with a clear wa- 
tery drip, drip from 
both nostrils.

a sufferer—I kno\v he has no pain 
at all, >et 1 know 
lie yearns fof 


more adequate cuss words. Just as 
you get ready to do a piece of par- 
ticularly delicate or fine work—drip, 
drip and all damnation—and to leave 
home without a handkerchief is not 
a misfortune at all, but a dire trage- 
dy. 


As with most alleged "colds," the 


patient felt better while outdoors. I 
can understand that, too. Outdoors 
sometimes a fellow can let her drip, 
if he is travcjms with 
the wind.

IS THE WAR NOVEL COMING 


BACK? 
vThe ropent spectacular succes of 
Arnold Jiweig's remarkable- novel, 
"The Caso of Sergeant Crischa, sug- 
gests tho idea that at last, after 
ten years of hostility to the war nov- 
el, that type of fiction has a chance 
to stage a, come-back 


Even today, in spite of "The Case 


of Sergeant Grischa" and a few otlv 
er successes in this field, the pub 
Ushers arc not too hospitable to the 
war novel. Try to induce them to 
publish a war novel and they will al 
most invariably become cautious im- 
mediately After the manner of pub- 
lishers, they will not say frankly 
and openly "Xo, we're not in' the 
market for that kind of thing." The 
chances are they will answer 5'ou 
something like this, "Xo, we have no 
prejudice against war novels; we 
have'no prejudice- against any type 
of fiction. If it Is good we want 
it. If a war novel comes to us that 
compels publication because of its 
merit w'c are in the market for it." 


That lets them out when such a 


book as "Grischa" is cited. That Is 
so strong a piece of work that It 
just naturally "compels publication." 
The average war novel could easily 
l^c shown to be feeble in compari- 
son arid hence its rejection is plaus 
ible. 


I don't know the history ot "The 


Case of Sergeant Grischa," aside 
from the fact that the author obtain 
cd his idea from an actual happen 
Ing as far back as 1917. As long ago 
as 1919 he developed it into a play. 
Since then he has been tinkering 
away at it and finally in 1927 tho 
novel appeared in Germany. It was 
not until a year later that it \son 
publication in English. 


It is reasonable to suppose that 


during the years following the 
Here Zwcig tried to get his nov»l 
published. Perhaps not in precisely 
tho' form in which it finally appear- 
ed, but the chances are that he sub- 
mitted his book to tho publishers. 
And the chances are also that thsy 
rejectedt Jt. The German people were 
no more eager to read war fiction 
than wore the Americans or the 
French or the English. If this novel 
was rejected before it was finally 
publishe'd. as I feel sure it was. the 
rejection was not on the score of) 
merit but on the score of lack of a 
market. 


"During the war hundred of novels 


were published that had the 


conflict for their theme. Practical- 
ly anything about tho war 
com- 


manded a ready sale, 
no 
matter 


how poorly done. And most of those 
books were the real atrocities of the 
war. Almost every last one of them 
is forgotten now — with so few ex- 
ceptions that they can be counted 
on one's fingers. Even "The Threo 
Horsemen of the Apocalypse" is now- 
seen to be rather poor stuff, ami 
a much better book, Henri Bar- 
busse's "Under Fire," has also lot.t 
much of its glamore. As for Wells' 
Mr. Britling Sees It Through" and 
a number of other books like it, 
the kindest thing is to forget them. 
And those were 
the 
outstanding 


novels of the war. The ordinary 
mine run of works of fiction was so 
poor that it makes one marvel now 
how it was possible that they could 
achieve any circulation. 


In 1919 there was a sudden sharp 


^reaction against the war novel and 
it has persisted until today. It Is 
true, there was a short period when 
muchraking the war gained 
some 


popularity. Such books as "Through 
the Wheat," in which young writers 
who had seen the war at first hand 
told tales out of school won the at- 
tention of the public. In this same 
class, in the field of the drama, were 
such works as "What Price Glory?" 
and "The Big Parade." 


But It cannot be said that that 


kind of thing ever really attracted 
the attention of the millions and ev- 
en at that the vogue of that kind of 
book was rather short-lived. 


Ten years have passed and now 


It looks as If a new period is set- 
ting in for the war novel — not per- 
sonnal narrative of the -war, 
nor 


muckraking the war, but an Investi- 
gation of the elemental forces back 
of the war. The public seems ready 
for that kind of book.

It is the 
same medium that provides enter- 
tainment for you in your home al- 
most any hour of the day, that is 
employed to safeguard the lives of 
millions at sea. at all times during 
storms and fog. 


Kadio as a science is still in its 


infancy, but considering how it has 
been developed it is beyond human 
comprehension what we can expect. 
Without the aid of the radio com- 
pass it would have been impossible 
for me to locate either the British 
freighter Antinoe 
or the 
Italian 


freighter Florida- I do not believe 
it is very far off when radio beacons 
will be established at various points 
so that a vessel 
in any "kind of 


weather will be able to get her ex- 
act position, thereby preventing the 
possibility of a. collision in a 
fog 


with another ship. 


Several radio beacons are already 


In operation along the coast of the 
United-States and I think that for- 
eign governments will erect stations 
at other points. Greenland should 
ha.ve a radio beacon as well as the 
.Azores, with, additional ones along 
the Atlantic coast in this country as 
well as along the European coast. 
With every ship in 
the Atlantic 


equipped with wireless to take bear- 
ings, navigators will virtually do 
away, with determining their loca- 
tions through observation from ce- 
lestial bodies. It is only a matter 
-of time before every ship will also 
.be equipped with short range radio 


beacons as an additional precaution 
against colliding with each other in 
unfavorable weather. 


At the present time stations send 


out .-radio beams along the American 
coast day and night. Vessels 
with 


radio compasses can piuk up these 
stations and accurately obtain their 
fixed • position by 
planning on a 


chart the direction of. the 
beams-.1 


The position oC the vessel on 
the 


chart is at the intersection of two 
or more of those lines. 


When I went to the assistance of 


> the Antinoe, the master, gave

his position at the time he sent the 
SOS.

Several- airplanes --• have 
already 


successfully negotiated the Atlantic. 
Aviation is-alsp.!.making rapid strides 
and some'day-it will not be uncom- 
mon to have-a regular trans-Atlantic 
air service. These planes, -carrying 
radio equipment, will find-these ra- 
dio beacons established for ships of 
great value in their navigation. But 
a good deal of study must yet 
be 


given to upper air currents before 
trans-Atlantic aviation will reach a 
degree of safety. 


I thing that airplanes will prove 


more practical in use across 
the 


ocean-than dirigibles, because the 
former .are faster and /when suffi- 
ciently developed, 
will 
probably 


suffer less in a. storm than a zeppe- 
lin- Storms will always be a hazard, 
just as they are now. Nature's ele- 
ments have wrought havoc with the 
staunchest of ships, and 
probably 


always will, so that only planes of 
sturdy construction will be in use. 


There are many other factors to be 
considered, however, and tbe day 
of a regular trans-Atlantic plane 
service, even as a supplementary 
steamship service, is still some'dis- 
tance away, in my opinion. 
- A steamship at 
sea is a 
small 


world in itself. In the old days ves- 
sels crossed the- ocean and the of- 
ficers, crew and passengers never 
had a word from the outside world.

Climate, ago and occupation are 


th« Influencing factors which should 
control our daily diet. 


During the winter months 
the 


body has craved foods that would 
•upply heat and the foods that do 
this are the starches, sugars and 
fats. A diet that is made up of these 
foods and meat without, vegetables 
•wnyjd prove inefficient and provide! 
opportunity for disease. 


Although we may have used plen- 


ty of vegetables all winter we must 
keep on using them while we add 
fresh fruits for dessert in place of. 
pudding. 
It's vitally essential that we keep 


in our "ration" both fresh fruits and 
vegetables as well as milk. 
This 


means adults as well as 
children 


"While the amount of milk required 
for adults is less than that-for^chil- 
dren a pint a day should be calcu- 
lated for grown-ups. This can be 
used in cooking. 


Fruits and vegetables are bulky 


and not concentrated 
foods. 
To 


keep "fit" we must have some ma- 
terial that will give the digestive 
tract its much needed cxej&sc. The 
French have called spinach 
"the 


broom of the stomach' and in the 
last few years we have learned that 
other vegetables can be substituted 
for spinach to good effect if this 
much lauded vegetable is personally 
obnoxious. 


Vegetables and fruits are mineral 


—rich foods and have a distinctly 
tonic-like effect. It seems most in- 
teresting to know that even an iron 
tonic taken as medidne cannot do 
the good work' that the iron rich 
foods can do. Provided of 
course- 


that the body has not been starved 
and actual illness is the result. 


Perhaps a list of these foods so 


rich in iron will be convenient 
to 


,have at hand to refresh our mem- 
ories: spinach, cabbage, lettuce, as- 
paragus, string-beans, celery, 
rad- 


ishes, raisins, prunes, dates, olives, 
lean beef, oatmeal, eggs and whole 
wheat. 


Vegetables and fruits 
keep 
the 


blood non-acid. In other words it's 
•wise to keep -the blood as alkaline 
as possible by using enough fruits 
and vegetables to counteract 
the 


effect of meats and cereals which 
leave an acid ash when burned in 
the body. Try to include fresh fruit 
in some form in two meals a day 
and use at least two vegetables as 
well as a salad in two meals.

rates at which business may obtain 
credit at the banks, coming during 
the early weeks of the year when the 
normal seasonal tendency is down- 
ward, has caused serious misgivings 
in banking circles. 


The outstanding development has 


been the almost perpendicular rise 
in bankers' acceptance rates. This 
has revised the demand 
for 
this 


form of credit as an investment, but 
has caused considerable uneasiness 
over its ultimate effects. It may re- 
sult In a sharp falling off of the use 
of this form of credit, may lead to 
an increase in the federal reserve 
rediscount rate, and may tend to 
divert business In dollar exchange 
into sterling exchange. 


The acceptance 
market 
went 


through several weeks of demorali- 
zation after the federal reserve sys- 
tem announced early in December 
that it felt it should no longer car- 
ry the bulk of the outstanding ac- 
ceptances, and called upon the mem- 
ber banks to shoulder part of the 
burden. The recent rise in rates, 
however, carrying 90 day 
accept- 


ances to 5% per cent, has made 
them an attractive form of short 
term investment, and banks and in- 
surance companies have begun to 
buy acceptances in considerable vol- 
ume. 


But the rates are now above the 


federal reserve rediscount rate, a de- 
velopment which in the past usually 
foreshadowed a 
higher 
rediscount 


rate. While the present-situation is. 
regarded as unique, with the reserve 
banks attempting to withdraw from 
the acceptance market, the higher 
acceptance rates are regarded 
as 


likely to bring a marking up of tho 
rediscount rates if the 
banks 
in- 


crease their federal reserve borrov.-- 
ings to buy acceptances. 


Use of the bankers acceptance, 


or-bankers bill, which is a draft or 
bill of exchange accepted for pay- 
ment bx a bank, was instituted in 
the United States by the federal re- 
serve' system-14 years ago 'as a liquid 
short term of investment to aid in 
financing the movement of crops 
and other commodities to help fi- 
na~ ?e foreign trade, and to encour- 
age the use of dollar exchange, ra- 
ther than sterling 
exchange, 
by 


which the great bulk 
of 
foreign 


trade had long been financed. 


The reserve system decided last 


December that its foster child was 
old enough to stand on its own feet 
and has been gradually reducing its 
acceptance holdings, 
but 
it stll 


holds about two-thirds of the out 
standing volume. With the high rates 
for other forms of commercial' credit 
the use of acceptances suffered less 
than the expected seasonal decline 
during January, when the volume 
decreased only about $5,200,000, to 
approximately $1,280,000,000, as of 
January 31 


The decline in that month of 1028 


was $22,000.000,000 With the accep 
tance rate now near the commercial 
paper rate, however, it remains to 
be seen whether business will con 
tinue to find this form of credit at 
tractive. 
It was the mounting rates for 


commercial credit that led the fed 
oral reserve board recently to urge 
its member banks to restrain the use 
of credit for 
speculative purpose: 


Despite the high credit rates, bus- 
iness has managed to carry on at 
a high rate of activity, unprecedent- 
ed for this time of year in some 
lines 
Bankers point out. however, that 


it is the small business, to which 
stock financing is unavailable, that 
is first to suffer from high credit 
rates. Building activity, largely 
fi 


nanced by mortgages, has shown a 
moderate retraction thus far this 
year, which, if continued, may have 
an unsettling effect upon industry 
generally

They hold that such a tax is 
an occupational tax and that in 
view of the other payments assess- 
ed against them, it is unjust. 


They point out that in New York 


City there are 20.000 taxi cabs, of 
which about '18,000 arc individually 
owned.

fronting state universities as well 
as endowed colleges today. Dr. Clar- 
ence Cook Little, resigned.president 
of the University of Michigan be- 
lieves. He expressed 
this opinion 


while here for a scientific lecture. 


"Selflsh students have no place In 


college," Dr. Little said. "Yet 
we 


have neglected to atk students why 
they want to come to college. That 
seems the most important question 
of all. 


"I do not believe in admission of 


social or anti-social students. They 
have no place in college. Students 
should bo In university or college 
because they want to equip them- 
selves lor srt-rMce. 


"Money as such means little. It 


is far better, for example, to spend 
$3,000,000 for a good education than 
$1,000,000 to give one-third of 
an 


education." 


Dr. Little favors entrance exami- 


nation that would determine the 
qualifications of a student for 
ad- 


mission, that would secure informa- 
tion on his 
high school academic 


record and that would determine his 
outlook on his environment and his 
reason -for wishing to enter a uni- 
versity. 


The colleges of letters and science 


and arts and sciences must go. Dr. 
Little 
asserts, 
adding these so- 


called literary groups "have lasted 
longer than any other form of col- 
lege of similar scope and have done 
less." 


Dr. Little does 
not believe the 


first t\\o jeai-s of college should be 
devoted entuely to orientation. lie 
believes in method would give 
the 


orientation without making it nec- 
essary to use two entire years. 


Himself a biologist and intensely 


interested 
in research 
work, of 


which he has done much, Dr. Little 
stated: 


"Research work in a state univer- 


sity should be carried just as far as 
possible. It is the best single phase 
of the educational system. Through 
It we may bridge the gap between 
the applied sciences and the pure 
sciences. 


"Not only Is it the most Idealistic 


side of the university, but it is less 
tangled with politics, 
parents, or 


other outside pressure 
than any 


other side. It brings out the best 
In good students and keeps the best 
faculty members from leaving."
